The Egyptian resident was 
Speaking on Cairo radio and TV 
on the eve of the plebiscite in 
Egypt, Syria and Libya on the 
draft constitution of their tripartite 
federation, 

Sadat said that only his country 
and Syria remained involved in the 
battle with Israel, adding that Libya 
and Sudan would become a sira- 
tegic supporting Une for the war- 
ring states, While noting that Jor- 
dan’s King Hussein had “comple- 
tely destroyed" the terrorist move- 
ment In his country, Sadat said 
that the Arab nation was currently 


experiencing “an ugly stage of dis-~ 


unity.” He said he wanted the fe- 
deration to improve the present 
Arab situation. 

Sadat urged his countrymen to 
go to the polls tomorrow and vote 
yes for the constitution, whose ap- 
proval would make the federation a 
reality. He said he wanted the 
Egyptians to give him a sense of 
pride when he approaches § the 
Syrians and the Libyans. 

The Bgyptian President said that, 
following the plebiscite, hig country 
would retain the title of “Arab Re- 
public of Egypt” instead of “Unit- 
ed Arab Republic," which Hgypt 
adopted at its ill-fated merger with 
Syria in 1958. Sadat said the coun- 
try's new constitution — under its 
new name — will be put up to a 
national plebiscite on September 11.

᾿ Sadat sald the tripartite federa- 
tion will In the future steer its po- 
licies on the basis of carefully-plan- 
ned long-range programmes. He 
sald he was following the footsteps 
of “the Jews who have been march- 
ing one step after the other, in ac- 
cordance with a plan started as 
early as 1897."

JORDAN-EGYPT 
TIES WORSEN 


Jerusaiem Port Arab Affairs Reporter 

Jordan's Foreign -Minister, Ab- 
dullah Salah, appeared yesterday to 
have failed to improve his country’s 
relations with Egypt, He is due to 
leave Cairo today for Jeddah after 
four days of talks in Cairo. 

Amid an apparent absence of com- 
mon language between the two 
countries — mainly because Pres- 
ident Sadat's attacks on King Hus- 
sein, Cairo and Amman were 8180 
seen to have failed to coordinate 
thetr policies for a possible meet- 
ing of the U.N. Security Council on 
Jerusalem, and the General As- 
sembly debate on the Middle East 
conflict. Both countries now ap- 
pear likely to follow separate paths 
7 πα with thelr cases at the 
The new stage of deterioration in 
Egyptian-Jordanian relations emerg- 
ed yesterday when. .Cairo's semi- 
oficlal newspaper “Al-Ahram” quot- 
ed Sadat aa implying that Jordan 
had obtained heavy American wea- 
pong to fight Syria. (See page 3.) 

Commenting on this report, Jor- 
danian Premier Wasfi e-Tel said 
yesterday in a statement broadcast 
over Amman Radio that he did not 
know how Sadat could reach “such 
ἃ strange conclusion.” 

E-Tel. said that the weapons 
bought by Jordan will be used only 
against the enemies of the Arab 
nation and not against any Arab 
state, stressing that the Jordanian 
armed forces will continue to sup- 
port Arab states including Syria, 
“despite the hindrances and obstacles 
placed before it by some Arab re- 
gimes.” 

The Jordanian Premier added that 
the Jordanian army was created to 
fight the enemies of the Arab world 
and that the weapons it received 
“will be used only to liberate the 
occupied West Bank, Sinai and the 
Golan Heights." 

Jordan's critical relations with 
Egypt, Syria and the terrorist move- 
ment are expected to be the main 
topic in the Jordanian Foreign Min- 
ister's talka in Jeddah where be is 
scheduled to arrive today. Mr. Salah 
ig to confer with Saudi Minister of 
State for Foreign Affairs Omar 
Sakkaf and later with King Feisal. 
Until yesterday there were no signs 
that Saudi Arabia, which has recent- 
ly been playing a major mediation 
role, wil} came up with any prac- 
tical formule for reconciliation. 

In Washington, the Sadat state- 
ment on U.S. arms for Jordan was 
dismissed yesterday by a spokesman 
as having ‘“no significance.” Re- 


sponding to questions by reporters, 
spokesman Robert McCloskey re- 
called that the U.S. agreed last 
autumn to supply equipment to 
Jordan to make up for lossea it 
incurred during its battle with the 
terrorists last September. “We have 
an ongoing military relationship 
with Jordan," he added.

SOVIET TALKS 


LONDON (UPI). Communist 
China may break off ita stalled two- 
year-old frontler negotiations w.th 
the Soviet Union, in the face of 
their fast-deteriorating relations, 
diplomatic sources gaid yesterday. 

Talks on possible changes In the 
4,000-mile Sino-Soviet border tere 
initiated with expectations 22 
months ago by Soviet Premier Ale- 
xel Kosygin at a summit meeting 
with Premier Chou Bn-lai. 

But to date no progress has re- 
sulted from these discussions, in 
which Peking claims large areas of 
Slberia and other areas acquired 
from China by Tsarist Russia in 
what Peking termg “unequal trea- 
ties.” 

The Russians have offered some 
minor border rectifications, but have 
rejected the wider Chinese de- 
mands. They have similarly reject- 
ed any declaration in principle de- 
claring the old treaties void, the 
sources said. 

The Sino-Soviet agreement in late 
1969 to open border talks also pro- 
vided for a truce in the propagan- 
da war between the two Communist 
giants. This truce has been broken 
lately with mounting attacks from 
Peking and Moscow on each other's 
alleged aims and policies. 


Ceausescu meets 
Chinese group 


BUCHAREST (AP). — President 
Nicolae Ceausescu yesterday re- 
ceived for an extended conversation 
a high-ranking Communisi Chinese 
military delegation that has been 
visiting Rumanian installations for 
mine days, official sources said. 


There were some indications that 
the Chinese visit had been pro- 
longed. An official source sald last 
week the delegation was expected 
to leave during the week-end. 


Officially, the Chinese give no 
military aid to Rumania. Obsenvers 
in Bucharest noted that the itine- 
Tary within Rumania, as announced 
by the official press agency, steered 
clear of the Soviet border zone. 


The Rusgians are now deeply per- 
turbed by the inroads Peking 15 
making inte Cormmunist Hast Eu- 
rope, notably Rumania and Yugo- 
alavia. 

The Russians would like to keep 
the Peking talks alive even 1Σ no 
progress is feasible, for fear of los- 
ing their channel for possible fu- 
ture contacts. But the Chinese have 
eold-shouldered all recent direct and 
indirect Soviet approaches to try 
to talk their differences over and 
make up. 

Diplomatic sources said they may 
now break off the talking link with 
the Soviets because they are angry 
at the Kremlin’s tactics and shar 
pening propaganda attacks on the 
Mao Tse-tung regime. 

Diplomatic reports also indicated 
Peking is deeply troubleg by the 
strong Soviet troop concentrations 
along the Sino-Soviet border, which 
is being steadily reinforced and 
equipped with missiles and other 
up-to-date weapons. 2 

Recent Soviet talks with Mongo- 
lia's top leadership in Moscow were 
understood to have also dealt with 
the strategic aspects of the Sino- 
Soviet conflict. There are already 
two Soviet divisions in Mongoliz, 
with misalies poised against China. 


Sato visit to 
Peking ruled out 


TOKYO (UPI). -- A visit to Main- 
land China by the Japanese Prime 
Minister is impossible under present 
conditions, a ranking Peking official 
told a Japanese political leader yes- 
terday. 

Wang Kuo-Chuan, former Chinese 
representative at talks with the 
U.S in Warsaw, sald hostility of 
Prime Minister Elsaku Sato's con- 
servative government rules out ἃ 
Peking welcome for him.

Chinese rice for Manila; 
first deal since 1949

‘DOUBLE-TALK’ AND 
DEVALUATION | 


[Hz current economic debate is 
‘ characterized by double-tatic 
that impedes mutual understanding. 
. Everybody knows the pound has 
been devalued, but the Minister of 
Finance talks of “exchange rate ad- 
Jjustment.”. When imported graix 
‘and fodder cost more, the govern- 
ment 1s asked to revoke the price 
hikes for bread or eggs in order 
not to “tax” the poor. When trade 
unions are asked to put a lid oo 
wage demands, they invoke the 
cost-of-living clause. 

Export subsidies are styled “re- 
imbursement of indirect taxes.” 
‘Welfare payments are dubbed “na- 
tional insurance.” Strikes are not 
strikes if they are called “sanc- 
tions”. Wage hikes get spectal 
treatment if they can pass 88 “'re- 


Obviously this pretence is delt- 
berate, helping pressure groups to 
promote their individual interests a: 
the expense of the common good. 

In many cases this is self-evi- 
dent; in others it takes some ref- 
lection to recognise it. Thus, the 
trade unions are well aware thet 
the C.o.L. clause dates back to a 
time when wages were fixed by 
more or less competitive bargain- 
ing, while the prices of basic com- 
modities depended on (Arab) sub- 
sistence farmers and on 8 
of importers. 


Protection for workers 


‘Under those circumstances special 
protection was required for the 
wage-earners, and could be afforded, 
because 115 cost was footed by out- 
side factors (at first the British 
Treasury, later the Jewish Agency}. 
In today’s Israel, however, it is a 
wage hike by another name, differ- 
ing from ordinary wage increments 
only by not being related to pro- 
ductivity and free of tax. In con- 
ditions of rapidly rising incomes 
and living standards its function is not 
to protect people's basic consump- 
tion, but to provide an occasional 
bonus for extra spending. 

Why then is this not admitted, 
and an end put to an outdated in- 
stitution? Because that would dep- 
rive the trade unions of ἃ conve- 
nient argument, and would bring in- 
to the open the interdependence of 
wages, profits, and economic per- 
formance, Under the present system 
employees are assured of rising 
wages both in case labour produc- 


duction costs — and prices — go 
up, and profits down, while real 
wages remain unaffected. 
Small wonder that the trade 
unions ere joth to renounce such a 
convenient position, and that em- 
ployers are ready to oblige in main- 
taining it, thus assuring a rapidly 
expanding home market, as long as 
the State Is ready to foot the bill. 
‘The moment this prop is removed 
— eg. because the State runs out 
of funds — the system is exposed 
as what 1" Ils, namely an escapist 
device, intended to avoid an effec- 
tive incomes policy. But since in- 
come policy is still taboo in this 
country, the legal fiction 15 main- 
tained, and the bickering continues 
about the proper size, timing, com- 
putation of the C.o.L, allowance. 
Similarly, what is implied in the 
epposition to “taxing” the people's 
basic commodities? No one accuses 
the government of making profit 
from the grain or sugar or fuel it 
imports. As a matter of fact, popu- 
lar consumption is heavily subsi- 
dized. In the current budget 
1L200m. — almost half the sche- 
duled deficit — Is allocated for that 
purpose. The actual subsidy is more 
than that, because the respective 
commodities are also free of the 
20 per cent surcharge Imposed on 


handful all imports in August 1970. If the 


prices of these commodities remain 
unchanged, i.e. continue to be based 
on the old exchange rate, the aub- 
sidies involved must increase even 
more. It is however leas convenient 
to clamour for subsidies than to 
oppose taxes, 

The point is a fine one because 
consumers will have to pay more, 
and the Treasury will benefit from 
it, which may be considered a form 
of taxation. But what is involved 
is more than semantics. It 15 wheth- 
er or not proper costing and pricing 
methods should be applied univer- 
sally, whether or not selected com- 
modities — or enterprises or groups 
of people — should be protected 
from market forces by public sub- 
sidies, However, if the question 
were put clearly in that form, 
there would probably be a consen- 
sus 
owing to the social dangers in- 
volved, but also because it jeopar- 
dizes proper use of resources by 
obstructing cost comparisons and 
economic planning. 

Opposition to subsidies has noth- 
to do with social bias. Tt was 


discrimination, not only rily 


prices ag that of “taxation,” the 
issue is completely changed, how- 
ever. By a sleight of hand it no 
longer appears as a matter of eco- 
nomic equality, but of allocating 
the fiscal burden among groups of 


‘unequal strength. Instead of costs 


and prices, fairness and welfare ar- 
uments are quoted, and we are 
asked to put our trast In adminis- 
trative controls, and in the bureau- 
crats a; them. 

Lastly, let us examine why Mr. 
Sapir insists that the devaluations 
he carried out have been only “ex- 
change rate adjustments.” Partly, 
of course, because he can thus shift 
the blame for any hardships in- 
volved to outside factors which 
have forced his hand. But partly— 
and perhaps predominantly — be- 
cause this is actually the way he 
and his team see the operation. 
Economists may argue that a cer- 
tain currency — even the dolJar— 
ig overvalued, and may advocate 
complex reforms In order to bring 
it inte Hne with the respective eco- 
nomy’s requirements so as to res- 
tore the money's proper function- 
jng. However, Mr. Sapir has never 
shared that approach. 


Exchange rates 

The philosophy he puts into prac- 
tice is based not on sound money, 
but on discretionary controls, which 
May make use with equal virtuosity 
of multiple exchange rates and of 
a single rate combined with a mul- 
titude of tariffs, special charges, 
subsidies, drawbacks, and other de- 
wes affecting its actual applica- 

ion. 

A devaluation’s major merit is 
that it makes possible to dispense 
with controls and red tape, and 
thus allows people to make the best 
use they can of their productive 
resources. But Mr. Sapir has never 
intended that. Though he may 
change — for the sake of admini. 
strative convenience — the pound’s 
official exchange rate, he is at the 
same time also applying more 
brakes and controls, and the hag- 
ging over export Incentives, sub- 
sidies and special rates goes mer- 
on. 

The effective exchange rate for 
most imports was in any case raised 
to IL4.20 per dollar by the sur 
charge imposed in August 1970, 
while exports have been since then 


getting rates ranging from between 
1L4.22—IL4,62 (and more for a few 
selected products). Today the ef- 
fective rates are IL3.04 for imports, 
somewhat more for exports, end 
transfera (including the Jewish 
Agency). Admittedly the range of 
rates has been narrowed by the 
devaluation, bot it 15 still wide 
enough and a few more rates were 
added. There is no doubt that 
some will be — or are being — 
Introduced for speciai cases. 

As ea result — as 15 always the 
case with multiple rates -~ trans- 
actions in foreign currency, which 
have a direct bearing on a sub- 
stantial part of our GNP, inevit- 
ably involve some cross-subeidiza- 
tion In local currency. Indeed, this 
is the very purpose of introducing 
multiple rates, 

Higher conversion rates for ex- 
porters than for ‘importers spell 
that consumers of imported goods 
subsidize our exports. Lowest con- 
version rates for tourists, recipients 
of Restitution paymects or the Ne- 
tional Funds spell effective subsidi- 
zation of our home ccnsumption at 
the expense of these groups. How- 
ever, since the’ centra: bank maln- 
tains the official, uniform exchange 
rate, the big money flows of the 
various subsidies are handled by 
the Treasury, and thus effect — di- 
rectly or indirectly — our budge- 
tary balance {or lack of it}. 

By buying cheap dollars (eg. 
from the Jewish Agency) and sell- 
ing them at 8 higher rate (to im- 
porters} the Treasury [8 
profit (in local currency} which it 
can make use of for various pur- 


poses, 

Conversely, by buying foreign 
currency from exporters at high 
conversion rates the Treasury is 
losing money, which it would like 
to avoid. A by-product of the recent 
devaluation — so it now turns out 
— will be a windfali profit for the 
Treasury to the tune of about 
TL90m., though its exact extent 
depends on the outcome of talks 
still going on concerning export in- 
centives, food prices, and the CoL., 
allowauce. The administration's grip 
on the Israel economy remains es 
stiff as ever, unaffected by technical 
changes in official parities, It Is 
still a far way to real devaluation, 
which could lead to effective de- 
control and sound money economy.

At an emergency meeting held. on August 29, 1971, the Executive 
of the Centre of Contractors’ and Builders’ Organizations in Israel 
reiterated its support of the Centre's policy aiming at the stabilization 
of housing prices, and demanded the cooperation of all building 
agencies in Israel, 

In order to achieve this objective it is necessary to reduce prices of 
land, to stabilize prices of materials, the daily workers’ wages and 
sub-contractors’ fees, and to freeze taxes aud municipal and govern- 
ment levies related to construction. 


This policy, which dealt with the factors involved in the rise of 
construction costs and with the ways to avoid it, was expressed at a 
press conference held on August 2, 1971, as well as in meetings with 
the Ministers of Finance, Housing, Labour and the Interior which 
took place afterwards. 


In the light of this policy the Executive decided, in spite of the dif- 
ficulty anticipated in implementing efficient control of housing prices, 
to accept the proposal of the Minister of Housing to send Centre 
representatives to the advisory committees which will be attached to 
the officers in charge of housing price control appointed by the Minister 
of Housing. 
Proceeding from the assumption that the Government and the other 
building agencies in Israel will help to achieve stability of prices, the 
Centre instructed its members throughout the country to deliver the 
flats sold before the devaluation at the terms of the signed contracts. 
At the same time the Executive declares that any departure from 
the policy of price stabilization, leading to a rise in construction costs, 
is Hable to cause losses of tens of millions of pounds to contractors 
who are engaged in the sale of about 20,000 flats in various 
of construction and are compelled to deliver them to the buyers at |.

2 terrorists 
get life terms 


‘A terrorist from Amman was 
sentenced to Ife {imprisonment by 
the Hebron Military Court yester- 
day. Subbi Abdul Rahman Mahmoud 
Ahush, 25, was convicted of mem- 
bership in the Fatah, infiltration 
into the Hebron hills from Jordan 
and a number of terrorist acts. 

In another case, the Lydda Mili- 
tary Court sentenced a Jerusalemite, 
and a former Jordanian officer, 
Ahmed Hussein Sirhan, to life for 
terrorism. 

Ahush was wounded by a mine 
in the summer of 1970 while on 
his way to set up four Katyushas 
trained on Jerusalem from the 
Bethlehem area. He holed up in the 
‘Hebron hills, receiving medical ald 
from the inhabitants. 

‘When his condition worsened, 
however, the Army got on his trail. 
His father accompanied the patrol 
that tracked ain down down to a cave 


near Hathoul, and persuaded him to 
surrender,

added up to 160 Jeane: They inclu- 
ded laying mines and locating Kat- 
yusha rockets at Beit Govrin, and 
sabotage of the water pipe leading 
to Moshav Zafririm, near Beit Gov- 
rin.

‘Black Hebrews’ threaten oom TEE 
newcomers fail to recetve homes

“Plagues tenfold and a thousand- 
fold will befall Israel and the 
‘Western world which supports her. 
Your planes will fall from the 
skies..." These ‘threats were voiced 
yesterday morning to a party of 
foreign newsmen outside Zion Gate 
{a Jerusalem by Ben-Ami (formerly 
Mr, Ben Carter), spiritual leader of 
the “Black Jews of Dimona.” Ben- 
Ami promised, however, that he 
would avert the divine wrath if by 
tomorrow the Government granted 
his peoples’ demands for Jobs, flats, 
and residence permits. 

The “Black Jews” summoned the 
press conference to bring the 
world’s attention to the discrimina- 
tion which they claim to be suffer- 
ing at the hands of the authorities. 
“We came three years ago with 
shalom,” said Ben-Ami, “but we 
have been met with hostility. We 
have no flats, no jobs, 4nd some of 
us have to live in bomb shelters, 
or two families to a flat.” 

He said that his group, whose 
number, he claimed, was approach-

ing 
with folded hands. They would “take 
the necessary steps": build their 
own houses, grow thelr own food, 
“and if they come to stop us — 
they'll have to do more than talk- 
ing.” They said thelr children were

Asked if they had any scientific 
evidence to back their claim that 
they were the true Israelites, Ben- 
Ami replied that { anyone produ- 
ced scientific proof that they were 
not, they would be to 
Usten. He for his part believed that 
the Israelites had fled to Africa 
after the destruction of the Temple, 
and were shipped off from there to 
America, by the slave-traders cen- 
turies later. Yet “Haile Selassie is 
the only recognized Black Israelite 
in the world,” he complained, al- 
though there were in fact millions 
of them (at least half of the Blacks 
in the U.S. — although only two 
million of them. realized it). 

‘When ‘one reporter pointed out 
that some Yemenite Jews were 
every bit as black as Ben-Am!, and 
not digcriminated against, Ben-Ami 
answered that Israel practised “in- 
tellectual racism.” The Yemenites 
were show-pieces. Why was there no 
mass altya from Ethiopia or the 
Caribbeans? 

The Minister of Interior, Dr. Yosef 
Burg, told me last night that, “as 
for as I know, these people are 
tourists, and no country on earth 
provides tourists with apartments.” 
The Minister promised to look into 
the reports of the press conference.

Chimavir getting 
six new planes 


LOD AIRPORT. — The Chimavir 
crop-dusting company plans to ac- 
quire six new planes, the Snow, 
made by the Aero Commander 
Company. The Managing Director 
of Chimavir, Mr. Ya'acov Tuvia, 
said that the new planes can carry 
one ton each, twice the payload of 
the Ponys now in service. 

The planes cost $44,000 apiece, 
including shipment, he said. Chima- 
vir now operates 22 crop-dusting 
planes, he went on, adding that, 
even after the Snows are in ser- 
vice, it will keep its older aircraft 
as standbys in case of an outbreak 
of some crop epidemic. 

He hoped that they would be 
operating in time forthe next crop- 
dusting season, in November. 

Even though the Snows are a 
completely new plane, Mr. Tuvia 
said, they have reconditioned en- 
gines because the big companies 
have discontinued the manufacture 
of all piston-driven engines in fa- 
vour of turbo-props. The engines 
pose a problem, he admitted. While 
bigger than anything now in ser- 
vice with Chimavir, they are sen- 
sitive to dust, which is what a crop- 
dusting plane lives in, he said. 

Mr. Tuvia seid that the Civil 
Aviation Authority had made ap- 
proval of the new plane's acquisi- 
tion dependent on administrative 
reorganization in Chimavir, as well 
as arrangements for servicing the 
planes. (Itim) 
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
